15 Mrs. Pearson a Humanitarian Award in 1977; and

16 WHEREAS, even after her marriage in 2005 to retired DeKalb County Assistant Police Chief

17 John Pearson resulted in the change of her familiar and iconic last name from Kauffman to

18 Pearson, her loyal fans continued to tune in; and

19 WHEREAS, Mrs. Pearson's passion extends to her work as a community activist, with active

20 involvement is numerous philanthropic and charitable organizations throughout the years,

21 including the Butler Street YMCA, Literacy Action, the Girl Scouts of Northwest Georgia,

22 Exodus, and the American Cancer Society; and
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23 WHEREAS, this native of Louisville, Kentucky, has made Atlanta her home, using her

24 power and influence to make a difference in the community, and she was recognized as

25 Atlanta Woman's 2009 Power Woman of the Year; and

26 WHEREAS, holding great passion for the city of Atlanta and its citizens, Mrs. Pearson is a

27 devoted volunteer for the Meals on Wheels program and generously gives of her time with

28 visits to local elementary schools to read to students; and
